Old Tradition About "Storm of the 


Leaves” 
Holds 
True 
This 


Year as Usual. 


The temperature mounted to the 
highest 
point 
it has 
reaehed this 
year when the thermometers about 
the business section of the city reg­ 
istered eighty in the shade. 
This is 
exceedingly warm weather for April, 
according to the records. 


Mr Humidity was back on the job 
for the first time 
this 
year. 
He 
finds himself engaged only when the 
mercury goes up in the tube. There 
was that thunderstorm feeling in the 
air and, with 
the 
prediction 
for 
such, there was a general prediction 
by the street corner weather philo­ 
sophers that a storm 
would 
most 
certainly visit Rushville before the 
day elapsed. 


Spring has made more of a show­ 
ing in the last week than all the time 
previously since spring officially ar­ 
rived. 
The trees have ceased to be 
a mass of buds and are beginning to 
put fortii small green leaves. 


Older residents of the city 
have 
pointed this week to a phenomena 
which is always noted before spring 
arrives. 
Through a sudden drop of 
temperature, the old tradition, which 
even excels the old ground hog idea 
as a 
weather 
prognostieator, 
the 
“ storm ot the leaves’* 
has 
again 
justified the faith so persistently re­ 
posed in it by those to whom one is 
accustomed to allude to 
as 
“ old- 
timers. * 
It is not a tradition, but a 
trick of the weather which is in vari­ 
ably noted in the spring and which 
old-timers await before entertaining 
ideas of taking 
down 
the 
winter 
stoves and putting in the screens. 


It is the contention of those hav­ 
ing made a study o f this 
peculiar 
and none-the-less interesting pheno­ 
menon that actual spring never ar­ 
rives until after the “ storm of the 
leaves.” 
It is 
claimed 
that 
the 
bursting of the buds invariably oc­ 
curring between suns, causes a com­ 
plete climatical change, 
a 
change 
from sunny skies and mild winds to 
overhanging clouds, crisp winds and 
cooler temperature. 


This year proved 
no 
exception, 
the mercury falling from 75 degrees 
at 3 o’clock Tuesday afternoon to 50 
degrees Wednesday, 
and 
climbing 
back up Thursday. 
Quite a bit of 
foliage had appeared 
before 
the 
warm sun of Tuesday, but those a c ­ 
quainted with the interested in the 
old story, noticed that the majority 
of buds burst Tuesday 
night 
and 
that the cool weather immediately 
followed.

Ruling of Marion County 
Superior 


Court Judge Opens Way For 


Ruling on Insane Commitment. 


IS HELD UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


If Higher Court Holds Same Way, 


Validity of Insane Patients Com­ 


mitment Would be Annulled. 


The decision of Judge Theophilus 
J. Moll, a superior c*ourt 
judge 
in 
lndiaifapolis yesterday 
opens 
the 
way for a ruling on the Indiana act 
of 1881 providing for the commit­ 
ment «»I insane persons to state hos­ 
pitals, • and should this law be de­ 
clared unconstitutional in the final 
decision k>f the ease in question, the 
validity of the commitment of every 
inmate of Indiana’s hospitals for the 
insane would be annulled. 
Judge Moll’s opinion, 
holding in 
effect that the law of 1881 was not 
constitutional, was in the case of 
Thomas Connor, an inmate of the 
Central Hospital 
for 
the 
Insane, 
who attacked the 
constitutionality 
of the law and asked his freedom 
from the institution on the ground 
that he was declared 
insane 
and 
committed to the institution without 
notice having been given 
him 
or 
without his presence at the hearing. 
The suit is in the nature of a habeas 
corpus proceeding. 
The judge’s opinion, it 
is 
said, 
would hi rug the question of illegal 
commitments to the courts in such 
a way that those illegally committed 
could go before courts and 
prove 
that they were nfot insane. 
If 
they 
were 
successful 
they 
would have to be released should the 
1881 statute be declared unconstitu­ 
tional, it i-> said. 
The judges of courts have power 
within themselves to 
restrain 
in­ 
mates of such institutions from ob­ 
taining their liberty, and in this way 
the inmates of the institutions could 
be kept there, attaches of the attor- 
ney-general’s «office said, even if the 
commitment law should be declared 
unconstitutional. 
In the Connor case the attorney- 
general’s answer will seek to show 
that Connor had official notice of 
the proceedings served on him 
by 
action in the Marion county pro­ 
bate court. 
The attorney-general, acting 
for 
the state and Dr. George F. Eden- 
liarter, superintendent of the hospi­ 
tal, against whom the complaint is 
filed, had filed a motion in court to 
quash the complaint, 
setting 
out 
that it had not been signed by Con­ 
nor in person, but by his attorneys 
and that it was sworn to by a third 
party and not by Connor. 
Judge Moll, in his 
opinion, gave 
the attorney-general until next S a t­ 
urday noon to file an answer to the 
complaint. 
In his opinion Judge Moll held, in 
effect, that the Indiana commitment 
law is unconstitutional, in that it 
does not give opportunity for notice 
of insanity proceedings to be given 
a patient, and he cited many au­ 
thorities in other states where laws 
involving the same point have been 
declared unconstitutional. 
While it 
is not understood that Judge Moll’s 
opinion has any effect to declare the 
the law 
unconstitutional, it 
opens 
the way for such a decision, accord­ 
ing to attaches of the attorney-gen- 
eral’s office.

The United States Board and P a ­ 
per company of Carthage, known as 
the “ straw board works,” of which 
Ed N. Hill is manager, is one of sev­ 
en Indiana firms which have peti­ 
tioned against proposed freight in­ 
creases on straw in 
carload 
lots, 
moving from and to points in cen­ 
tral freight association territory. 


There are twelve petitioners in all. 
The protest was filed in Washington 
yesterday before the interstate com­ 
merce 
commission, according 
to 
Washington dispatches today. 
The 
protesf says in p a rt: 


“ The average interstate haul 
on 
straw! to the strawboard mills is ap ­ 
proximately 190 miles. The advance 
proposed for this distance is 79 per 
cent. 
The average 
proposed 
dis­ 
tance for all distances is 
47 
per 
cent. 
For the twelve mills who are 
united in this protest the advance in 
dollars and cents on a basis of 47 
per cent bnSed upon tonnage of 1914 
would be over $200,000. 


“ There is involved here a 
great 
principle, which, in its application, 
must affect the relation of the car­ 
riers in all parts 
of 
the 
United 
States to the shipping 
public, 
the 
question of the propriety or legality 
of a carrier inducing, by reason of 
low rates, the establishment of an 
enterprise on its own rails and then, 
when the industry is thus placed at 
the mercy of the carrier, to advance 
the rates 50 to.100 per cent, or until 
all hope of profit on the investment 
is gone.”

RAISING POULTRY Fo r PROFIT 


By Jo hn Wild ig 
Make 
y our old 
furniture 
look like new 


ou.s losses with small chicks. 
lu raising chicks, y ou must aim 
to work in between the two ex tremes. 
This also applies to feeding. 
Do 
not ov erfeed. 
For the first 24 to 
3(5 hours, I do not feed any thing. 
Then their first feed comprises fine 
sand and charcoal. 
Then feed a 
small am ount of chick grain in clo­ 
v er chaff, if y ou hav e it, if not, any 
other will do. 
From th at time on 
feed five times each day while they 
will eat up clean. 
Do not leav e any 
feed ly ing on the ground. 
This be­ 
comes moldy and sour and causes 
bowel trouble. 
I do not giv e w ater 
with the first two feeds. 
Nev er giv e 
it early in the morning as it chills 
the chicks when they hav e just left 
the brooder. 
Give w ater a fte r the 
second feed about ten o’clock in the 
morning and remov ing the draining 
fountain each 
ev ening. 
Continue 
this for a week or ten day s and y ou 
will nev er be troubled with wdiite 
diarrhea. 
My dry m ash ration comprises 5 
pounds of shorts, two and a half 
pounds of corn meal, one pound of 
charcoal and two and a half pounds 
of m eat scraps. 
Milk in any form 
will take 
the place of meat scraps, 
hut m ust Ik? fed separately . 
Feed 
this m ash one time each day a fte r 
ten day s and at three w’eeks giv e it 
constantly . Then watch them grow, 
prov ided they are not being dev our­ 
ed bv lice. 
Do not allow y our chicks 
to run out into the early morning 
wet gr iss if y ou wish to av oid gapes 
and diarrhea ami do not allow the 
chicken lice to run v our business, 
which they will certainly do if y ou 
do not tight them constantly . 


To succeed in the poultry business 
one m ust hav e dev otion, determ in­ 
ation and persistence, as there is> 
lots of hard work connected with it. 
Do not ev er leav e for tomorrow that 
which y ou can do today . 
You may 
hav e sev eral dead chicks by m orn­ 
ing if y ou do. 
At this time there are 
thousands of chicks hatched which 
represent many thousand of dollars. 
How' m any poultry raisers are there 
who keep an itemized account of the 
actual cost to raise a chicken of 
two pounds! 
I am afraid there are 
many people who fail to do this and 
1 am perfectly satisfied th at there 
are thousands of chickens sold at 
25 cents th at cost 35 or 40 cents to 
raise them to two-pound 
weight. 
Under the m ost scientific methods of 
feeding, it costs 25 cents to feed a 
chicken up to two pounds. 


I will now describe my method of 
raising chicks. 
First, 1 do not re­ 
mov e them from the incubator be­ 
fore they are tw enty -four hours old, 
being particular th at no chicks fall 
into the chick nursery until they 
are all hatched and puffed out. Then 
remov e the egg tray s and place them 
in the nursery for a few hours. 
I 
hav e arriv ed at the conclusion th at 
by allowing these chicks to fall into 
the nursery when in a wet condition, 
they become 
chilled 
and 
bowel 
trouble sets in. 
This is one of the 
worst diseases we hav e to contend 
with, therefore, lie careful. 
In addition, when remov ing 
the 
chicks from 
the incubator 
to the 
brooder, do not chill them hv ex pos­ 
ing them to the cool air and do not 
run the brooder too hot. 
M atch 
the chicks; they are y our therm o­ 
meter. 
When they are com fortable 
y ou will find them all spread out, 
when they are 
crowded 
together, 
they are either too cold or too hot. 
A v ery little crowding causes seri-

E. Quigg, Republican leader of New 
York, and now a deegate to the state 
constitutional convention, in which

tor Thomas C. Platt, that he would, 
in the event of his election, respect 
the senator’s position as head of the 
Republican party and would “con­ 
sult witli him freely and fully on all 
important matters.”

with Mr. Platt, the so-called “easy 
boss.” 
But, he added, he did so 
with regard to the interests of the 
party, with a genuine desire to keep

Ruling of Marion County 
Superior 


Court Judge Opens Way For 


Ruling on Insane Commitment. 


IS HELD UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


If Higher Court Holds Same Way, 


Validity of Insane Patients Com- 


mitment Would be Annulled. 


The decision of Judge Theophilus 


J. Moll, a superior Court judge in 
Indiaihipolis yesterday 
opens 
the 


way for a ruling on the Indiana act 
of 1881 providing for the commit- 
ment of insane persons to state hos- 
pitals,-and should this law be de- 
clared unconstitutional in the final 
decision k>f the case ill question, the 
validity of the commitment of every 
inmate of Indiana's hospitals for the 
insane would be annulled. 


Judge Moll's opinion, holding in, 


effect that the law of 1SS1 was n'ot 
constitutional, was ill the case of 
Thomas Oonnor, an inmate of the 
Central Hospital 
for 
the 
Insane, 


who attacked the constitutionality 
of the law and asked his freedom 
from the institution on the ground 
that he was declared insane 
and 


committed to the institution without 
notice having been given 
him 
or 


without his presence at the hearing. 
The suit is in the nature of a. habeas 
corpus proceeding. 


The judge's opinion, it 
is 
said, 


would biriig .the question of illegal 
commitments to the courts in such 
a way that those illegally committed 
could go before courts and 
prove 


that they were u'ot insane. 


If 
they 
were 
successful 
they 


would have to be released should the 
1SS1 statute be declared unconstitu- 
tional, it is said. 
- 
^ 


The judges of courts have power 


within themselves to 
restrain 
in- 


mates of such institutions from ob- 
taining their liberty, and in this way 
the inmates of the institutions could 
be kept there, attaches of the attor- 
ney-general's lofh'ce said, even if the 
commitment law should be declared 
unconstitutional. 


In the Connor case the attorncy- 


general's answer will seek to show 
that Connor had official notice of 
the proceedings served on him 
by 


action in the Marion cAntnty pro- 
bato court. 


The attorney-general, acting 
for 


the state and Dr. George F. Edeu- 
liarter, superintendent of the hospi- 
tal, against whom the complaint is 
filed, had filed a motion in court to 
quash the complaint, 
setting 
out 


that it had not been signed by Con- 
nor in person, but by his attorneys 
and that it was sworn to by a third 
party and not by Connor. 


Judge Moll, in his 
opinion, gave 


the attorney-general until next Sat- 
urday noon to file an answer to the 
complaint. 


In liis opinion Judge Moll held, in 


effect, that the Indiana commitment 
aw is unconstitutional, in that it 
does not give opportunity for notice 
of insanity proceedings to be given 
a' patient, and he cited many au- 
thorities in other states where laws 
involving the same point have been 
declared unconstitutional. While ifc 
is not understood that Judge M'oll's 
opinion has any effect to declare the 
the law 
unconstitutional, it 
opens 


the way for such a decision, accord- 
ing Ivi attaches of the attorney-gen- 
cral's office.
